Three B-52’s 
Make Record 
World Flight 


Fly Non-Stop Around 
Globe On Simulated 
Combat Mission

Calif. — UP - Three B-52 jet 
bombers of the U.S. Air Force 
headed in from the Pacific today 
towards California on the last leg 
of 
a 
record-breaking, non-stop 
flight around the world. 
It was the first tim e the huge 
eight-engined planes have circled 
the globe non-stop on a sim ulated 
com bat mission. They were cer­ 
tain to break the existing record 
for such a flight. 
The record was set in 1949 by 
the Air Force’s Lucky Lady II, 
a B-50 which took 94 hours for 
the 23,452-mile flight. 
The B-52’s 
are 
expected 
to 
m ake the flight in 44 to 48 hours, 
depending on weather conditions. 
They were due to land at this 
base in southern California about 
mid-day. 
Five of the huge 
planes had 
started the flight late Wednesday 
from Castle Air Force Base near 
M erced, Calif., in central Califor­ 
nia. 
, 
One of Hie five planes landed 
by plan in England, the first of 
the B-52’* ever to visit that coun­ 
try . 
A second plane was reported to 
have dropped out of the form a­ 
tion b e c a u s e of m echanical 
trouble. It was said to have land
